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The Problem of Self-support 
IN THE science of Christian education 
student self-support is made very proml- 
nent. We are told that— 


‘In acquiring an education, many- 


students would gain a most valuable 
training if they would become self- 
sustaining... . The lessons of economy, 
industry, self-denial, practical business 
management, and the steadfastness of 
purpose thus mastered would prove a 
most important part of their equipment 
for the battle of life.”’ 

“By the Israelites, industrial training 
was regarded as a duty, ... Various 
industries were taught in the schools of 
the prophets, and many of the students 
sustained themselves by manual labor.” 

“The students have been learning to 
become self-supporting, and a training 
more important than this they could not 
receive.’ 

It is our purpose here at Mab woods as 
far as possible, to adhere to theabove prin- 
ciples. While we receive appropriations 
from the General Conference to cover 
the salaries of our workers, it is our pur-

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We are fortunately situated on one of 
the best farms in Madison County, Ala., 
and it is our purpose to so cultivate this 
farm that it will largely furnish us with 


’ all the necessary things with which to 


supply our tables, and to feed our stock, 
with a surplus which we may sell for 
cash. The policy of our institution is to 
train every student to perform profitable 
work, and to make it possible for him. to 
earn a large part of his expenses. We 
operate the school for four quarters of 
twelve weeks each. While a number of — 
our students return home or go into 
various lines of activity during the sum- 
mer quarter, their places are filled by the 
teachers who come in for summer school. 

We ought to have additional industries 
whereby we can furnish work to the 
young women. We are giving this prob- 
lem study and will appreciate any 
suggestion that our friends may have to 
offer us, in helping us to solve this 
problem. 

We quote the following from the audi- 
tors’ statement: 

‘During the past year Oakwood has 
purchased some fine registered Jersey cat- 
tle which will be a valuable asset if they 
can be properly cared for. We feel free in 
making the following suggestions which, 
if recognized by the Board and favorably 
acted upon, we believe would count for 
much in the progress of the institution: 

“1. Adequate storage tank for water, 
and a suitable water main. . 

‘2. A sewerage system. 

“3. A sanitary cow barn. 

“The bakery which was completed 
a year ago ‘is doing splendid work in sup- 
plying the school with wholesome bread 
and other bakery goods.”

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SECOND ANNUAL MEETING OF THE NATIONAL COLORED 
TEACHERS’ ASSOCIATION 


“YOUR presence is requested at Oak- 
wood Junior College, Huntsville, Ala., 
Sunday evening, August 12, at 7:30 
o’clock, to attend the second annual 
meeting of the National Colored 
Teachers’ Association of Seventh-day 
Adventists.”’ : 

In response to the above invitation our 
chapel was well filled with an interested 
and appreciative audience while a very 
interesting and enthusiastic program was 
rendered, consisting of special music, two 
numbers of which were favorite jubilee 
songs, opening remarks by the president, 
stating the history and aim of the organi- 
zation, followed by the secretary’s report, 
the treasurer’s report, and an address by 
Prof. F. L. Peterson, vice-president of 
the association, in which he vividly por- 
trayed the ‘‘Possibilities of the Associa- 
tion,’ reaffirming its aim. During the 
exercises wave after wave of enthusiasm 
swept over the congregation. 

It was very evident that through the 
“N.C. T. A.” progress in Christian edu- 
cation, by the help of the Lord, is bound 
to result. Every member present, and 
letters from absent ones, expressed in a 
very strong way their hearty approval 
and co-operation in the efforts being 
exerted. We feel sure that better days 
are ahead of us, soon to be realized. 

The two committees which had been 
appointed at a previous session submitted 
their reports, which resulted in the re- 
election of the same officers,—President, 
Miss Anna Knight; Vice-President, Prof. 
F. L. Peterson; Secretary-Treasurer, Miss 
Julia F. Baugh. The following recom- 
mendations were adopted: 

1. Whereas the protecting hand of God 


has been over us as teachers during the : 


past year that no serious illness or death 
has overtaken any of our members, 
therefore resolved that we express our 
gratitude to God for these benefits, and 


reconsecrate ourselves to Him and His 
service. 

2. Whereas word has reached us that 
the husband of one of our members is 
seriously ill, we recommend that a letter 
of sympathy be sent this absent member. 

3. Realizing that prayer is the greatest 
service we can render one .another, re- 
solved that we as an association pray 
daily for the success of Oakwood Junior 
College, for its faculty, its student body, 
and for those of our young people in the 


field who should be here. 


4. Further, that on every possible 
occasion we speak a good word for Oak- 
wood, and do all in our power to direct 
suitable young people to this school. 

5. Whereas all the charter members of 
this organization joined with a pledge, 
making themselves responsible for a 
definite sum of money, and whereas some 
have paid their pledges in full, others in 
part, we recommend that those who have 
not paid their pledges in full be urged to 
pay the balance on their pledges as soon 
as possible, the same to be applied on 
the original purpose, unless otherwise 
directed by the individual. 

6. In view of the great need of edu- 
cating our young people in our own 
schools, and realizing that many of them 
are unable to finance themselves, we 
recommend that we create a “Student. 
Loan Fund” as an aid to worthy young 
people attending Oakwood Junior College. 

7. Whereas we have appreciated the 
monthly letter that has kept us in touch 
with one another during the year, we 


- recommend that the letter be continued. 


For lack of space we will present only 
the summary of the report of the 
treasurer.—Total received to date, 
$317.82. Paid out check to Oakwood 
Junior College, $150.00; Operating ex- 
penses, $21.25; balance, $146.57. 
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It is the purpose of this association to 
build up and foster the cause for which 
it was organized to the very best of its 
ability, and we hereby extend to all 
colored Seventh-day Adventist teachers 
an invitation to become members and 
thereby assist usin the noble undertaking. 
The fee is only fifty cents per year, and 
every cent of this above what it costs to 
carry onthe work, which is very small, will 
be put to the credit of this new fund,— 
“The Student Loan Fund’. We also 
solicit donations of any amount, large or 
small, to this fund, but above all we solicit 
your prayers and co-operation.

The Possibilities of the N. C. T. A. 

Organization 

FEELING the need of becoming more 
closely united as a band of Christian 
teachers we have organized ourselves 
into what is known as the National 
Colored Teachers’ Association of 
Seventh-day Adventists. We have taken 
this name because we hope to enlist all 
Negro teachers in our denominational 
schools, north or south, east or west; 
or wherever those who are interested in 
true education may be found. 

In the summer of 1922 we organized 
with the determination to help to pro- 
vide better water facilities here at Oak- 
wood. 

Toward this end we have accomplished 
something, but there is “more beyond” 
that we can do. 


A Great Task Before Us 


When we think of the ten millions of 
negroes of this country.and remember 


that these must be reached with the 


precious message of truth which has 
been committed to us, we can at least 
realize the magnitude of the work which 
lies before us. Indeed ours is a great 
task. 

How may we best reach these millions? 
is the question that confronts us, as a 
band of teachers. What can we do as an 
organization? I would suggest that there 
is much that we can do, 

First, we can pray unitedly that God 
would double our force of teachers. 
Through prayers we can accomplish 
much. “God is ready and willing to hear 


| 


the sincere prayer of the humblest of His 
children.”’ Steps to Christ, p. 94. 

Second, we can help to answer our 
prayers by turning the steps of promising 
colored boys and girls, young’men and 
young women toward a Seventh-day 
Adventist school. And not only turn 
their steps but keep them stepping until 
they reach the president’s desk and the 
business office, and arrangements have 
been made for them to begin their training. 

In order that we may work intelli- 
gently, unitedly, and effectively we must 
centralize all our efforts. For, united 
we stand, and divided we just barely get 
along. 

Building Up Oakwood 

While we appreciate all that God has 
done for us as a denomination, and 
especially as a race, and while we may 
not all have had the privilege of attend- 
ing a Seventh-day Adventist school, and 
while some of us of color may have at- 
tended various institutions of this denomi- 
nation, let us to-night forget the schools 
which are behind, and by our acts, 
prayer and efforts, centralize on building 
up the enrollment of the Oakwood Junior 
College, and never stop until our students 
and conference young people have entered 
the office of President J. A. Tucker, and 
by all means see that they are able to 
leave the treasurer with a smile. 

How often we have heard quoted. and 
have quoted this wonderful statement, 
“With such an army of workers as our 
youth, rightly trained, might furnish, how 
soon the message of a crucified, risen, 
and soon-coming Saviour might be 
carried to the whole world!” Education, 
page 271, 

Since this is trie and God is depending 
on our youth, how much more quickly 
they will receive this training if we as a 
band of Christian teachers rally to them 
and help them to find their places in the 
school that is prepared to rightly train 
them. 

An association is cultural when its 
paramount aim is the uplifting of 
humanity. The primary functions of the 
association may be termed religious, edu- 


. cational and social. 


Then, teachers, our work is not finished 
when we have carried our students as 
far as our course of study permits. When 
the boy or girl reaches the, eighth or 
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tenth grade and you consider him or her 
a graduate from your school, remember 
that a more solemn responsibility rests 
upon you, and one that you cannot get 
away from. You must not stop until you 
receive word from each of those students 
saying, “I have arrived at Oakwood 
safely and all is well.” i SoS 


No public school or worldly school is 
good enough for our boys and girls, even 
if the faculty are Adventists, because 
Christian principles and the purpose for 
which our schools are established cannot 
be adhered to in a worldly or non- 
Christian school. 

To build up this work in this school is 
our task. And it is possible. 

Well may we be proud of our own 
Oakwood Junior College. . God has 
founded this school for no other purpose 
than to train Negro youth for His service. 


Self-Help at Oakwood 

It was our own Booker T. Washington 
who said, “‘While at Hampton I[ resolved, 
if God permitted me to finish the course 
of study, I would enter the far South,— 
the Black Belt of the Gulf States,—and 
give my life in providing as best I could 
the same chance or self-help for the youth 
of my race that I found ready for me 
when I went to Hampton. And so in 
1881 I left Hampton and I went to 
Tuskegee and started the Normal and 
Industrial Institute.” - 

Since that period the widely-known 
Tuskegee Institute has made such pro- 


gress that today, the site of the institu-— 


tion is a city itself. 

Our own Oakwood has been established 
in this place in order that our boys and 
girls might have a chance to work out 
a part of their expenses. 

[am glad that there area few teachers 

here to-night who have had this privilege 
of self-help here at Oakwood. For this 
opportunity we give thanks to God. But 
in addition to this there is something 
that we as an organized band of teachers 
ean do. Listen while I read to you from 
Counsels to Teachers: 


“There is a great necessity of making’ 


plain that there may be a large number 
__of competent workers, and many should 
fit themselves as teachers, that others 
may be trained and disciplined for the 
great work of the future.” p. 44. 


“There is excellent ability in the church 
that needs to be brought into service. 
There are persons who would do good 
service in the Lord’s vineyard, but many 
are too poor to obtain without assistance 
the education they require. The churches 
should feel it a privilege to take a part 
in defraying the expenses of such.” p. 69. 

“If there are some who should have 
the benefit of the school but who cannot 
pay full price for their tuition, let the 
churches show their liberality by helping 
them.”’ p. 69. 

When the Battle Creek college was 
first opened, there was a fund placed in 
the Review and Herald office for the 
benefit of those who wished to obtain an 
education but had not the means. This 
was used by several students until they 
could get a good start. Then from their 
earnings they would replace what they 
had drawn so that others might be bene- 
fited by the fund. 

“Some provision should now be made 
for the maintenance of such a fund to 
lend to poor but worthy students who 
desire to prepare themselves for mis- 
sionary work.”’ Id. p..70. 

Student Loan Fund 

Fellow teachers and members of this 
association, it is our privilege to establish 
and maintain a scholarship fund for de- - 
serving students here at Oakwood Junior 
College. Our success in creating such a 
fund will depend upon our vision, our 
faith, and our loyalty. If we have faith 
proportionate to our vision we shall dare 
to carry forward this aim, knowing that 
God will not desert.us in the hour of 
achievement. Fidelity that is obedient 
to the vision and built upon faith will 
ever have its just reward. 

Let us not fix our eyes on the money 
we need but rather upon the structure we 
are to build. 

If Abraham Lincoln could rise from 
ignorance and poverty to the position of 
the chief of this great nation, and in that 
capacity let God’s will be wrought out in 
him: 

If Booker T. Washington, a negro born 
in human slavery, with little or no hope 
of freedom could reach the pinnacle of 
leadership among his people and be 
styled of them, ‘‘The Moses of Our Race’’: 

If William Hooper Council another 
negro who shortly after the smoke of 
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battle which freed a race of slaves had 
cleared away, could establish an institu- 
tion familiar to us as the A & M Institute 
of Normal, Alabama: 

If these men could accomplish such 
great good for the world at large; what 
is it that we as a group of teachers under 
God cannot do? 

We Will Rally to the Work 

As a teachers’ association let us claim 
the right to say that we will become one 
of the chief factors in achieving a larger 
prosperity for Oakwood and for the field. 

Shall we shrink from the task before 
us? No. Let us commit ourselves to the 
task. Let us plan large things, and let us 
expect large things. 

Let us say, ‘“‘Not for self, but for others.”’ 
Not for pleasure, but for achievement. 
With such a passion we cannot fail. 

May God help us to be an association 
that will help to advance the cause of 
Christian education in this earth, and to 
become fit associates for the heavenly 
beings in the earth made new.

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Harvest Ingathering 
Oakwood Reached Its Harvest Ingathering 
Goal in Three Weeks 

It was just three weeks ago that 
Brother Ambs and Brother Lewis made 
the first trip to town in the Harvest- 
Ingathering campaign; from that time 
until the close of the campaign as set for 
us by the Alabama Conference, Oakwood 
teachers and students have been working 
earnestly and enthusiastically to reach 
our goal. The Conference set our goal at 
$800.00; we increased it $200.00 and 
made it $1000.00. 

Over the week-end October 13 and 14, 
companies of teachers and students went 
to the following places: Sister Baugh Jed 
a company of workers to Sheffield, 
Florence, and Tuscumbia; Sister Lee 
took another company to Decatur.

to Elder Stephenson, President of the 
Conference: “Oakwood over the top— 
One thousand seventeen dollars and 
sixty-seven cents.”
